It is a great honor and privilege 
for me to be invited to speak to you 
on this momentous and historic oc 
casion. I feel my deficiencies as a 
sign-maker when I follow so closely 
after those whose graphic and elo- 
quent words, set forth with fine 
mastery of the sign technique, have 
brought before you a clearer vision 
than ever of the immortal man 
whose character and services we are 
commemorating today. The first 
thing I want to say is to express my 
grat neat ion that this venerable and 
beloved institution no longer bears 
the stigma of the name of "Asylum' ' 
—-a word that has operated most 
seriously and unhappily in accentu- 
ating the unfortunate prejudice 
against the deaf, that has always 
prevailed, and always will, to some 
extent. We all know, from depress- 
ing experience, how hard it has been 
to labor against this prejudice. It 
has entered into every- day life and 
work, and at every turn we encoun- 
ter it in all its aggravating and cruel 
injustice. Surely, the records of 
achievement in the affairs of the deaf 
' should, long ere this, have obliterat- 
ed the force of this misapprehension, 
and set our status aright in the eyes 
of the world. 

The change of name, freely 
agreed to by the directors of the 
school and the State Legislature, was 
a gratifying assurance that people 
had come to understand and appre- 
ciate the situation as from our own 
viewpoint. As a result, this old 
school has long since ceased to be 
known as a charitable retreat for 
the unfortunate, and assumed its 
rightful place among the education- 
al institutions of the State. 

The name of Gallaudet is a venerat- 
ed and sacred one in the annals of the 
deaf. No words of eulogy can exag- 
gerate what he has bean to us these 



hundred years. He was our Howe, 
who solved an even deeper problem 
of education than training the intel- 
lect of the blind. He was our Mar- 
coni, who introduced to us the wire- 
less telegraphy of signs. He was 
our Edison, whose patient study and 
devotion triumphed over many diffi- 
culties of science. He led us out of 
the darkness of ignorance into the 
broad sunlight of intellectual free- 
dom. 

America and France have stood 
side by side on more than one 
great and historic occasion. And, 
very lately, at Washington and else- 
where in this country, we have been 
thrilled by the eloquent voice of 
France's chosen orator, as he paid 
glowing tribute to the land of Wash- 
ington in the new relations which 
she has assumed in behalf of human- 
ity, and in her noble enthusiasm to 
repay the debt she owed to the laud 
of Lafayette. Today a son of France 
and a son of America receive toge- 
ther the floral homage of our hearts. 
Pioneers in great and beneficent 
work for the uplifting of an unfor- 
tunate class and carrying to it the 
blessedness of education, they were, 
in their way, as truly benefactors 
of humanity as were their great fel- 
low countrymen in the councils and 
battlefields of the young republic. 

Upwards of 30 years ago, it was tin- 
honor and pleasure of American 
representatives of the deaf to decor- 
ate with flowers the statue of another 
illustrious benefactor of the deaf in 
Versailles, France. That beautiful 
tribute to De l'Epee is recalled 
with pleasure today, for it forms one 
of the most abiding memories of an 
epochal expedition of American deaf 
to a congress of their brothers in 
France. 

The name of Gallaudet has never 
been emblazoned in the news- 
papers of the country, or on the 
highways and by-ways of public life. 
He never sought the honors of poli- 
tical station, and all of his only too 
brief career was devoted to the great 
interest of his mind and heart, the 
education of the deaf. That work 
was enough for one man, and how 
it was performed this great concourse 
today bears ample witness, as many 
others have before. 

But if the great world at large 
knows little of this man, his repu- 
tation as a pioneer philanthropist 
and educator is secure in the archives 
of our country. In the magnificent 
Library of Congress at Washington, 
the name of Gallaudet and his be- 
nignant features appear exquisitely 
chiseled in the vaulted recesses of 
one of the most stately halls, toge- 
ther with the names of other famous 
men, the world's leaders in Art, 
Science, Education, Literature and 
Philanthropy. This just recognition 
of bis work, which had its Inception 
in this community, and lias 
carried hence by zealous and efficient 
workers to every part of our country, 
is a source of joy and pride to all 
of us. It is au official tribute to a 
service that has carried enlighten- 
ment, freedom and independence to 
many thousands of people who are 
now active and useful in the ranks 
of industry. 

The importance and significance of 
this centennial celebration would be 
but inadequately understood by the 
people at large if they failed to fol- 
low out the work, begun on this 
spot, tO its splendid fruition in the 
establishment of the college for t lie 
deaf at Washington. The seed 
planted here has developed into a 
noble tree, under the devoted and 
self sacrificing care of anothei 
laudet. Thus, the honor and fame 
of the family are made doubly 
secure. 

I am not going to attempt to tell 
you of what that splendid institution 
has been to the deaf people of 
America. The story was im pi t 
ly told on its fiftieth anniversary 
three years ago. There are scores, 
and perhaps hundreds, in this happy 
assemblage today, who testify in t lit ii 
own persons and circumstances to 
the benefits they have received from, 
and to the debt they owe to, that 
magnificent institution, which is the 
culmination and essence of a century 
of education, progress and develop- 
ment in the affairs of the deaf. 

It is a great sorrow that we can- 
not greet among us to-day the man, 
venerable in years, but unabated in 
enthusiasm and n in out DC 

half, whose prophetic vision 
passed the greater destiny of this 
educational endeavor, and who took 
upon his shoulders the lifelong task 



of carrying it forward to the supreme 
achievement. Still we pray that he 
may be long spared to receive the 
benediction of our grateful hearts. 



FRENCH AMBULANCE 
FUND. 
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ALVA JEFFORDS FATaLLY INJURED 
JUST EAST OF ILLIOPOLIS. 
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As a result of injuries which he 
had sustained in being struck by a 
train ou the Wabash Railroad 
a little more than two hours previ 
ously Alva Jeffoids died at his home 
in Illiopolis about 10: 40 o'clock 
Thursday morning. 

At the time of the accident, which 
occurred at 8:20 o'clock, Mr Jef- 
fords was going eastward along the 
tailroad company's right of way 
with the Intention of taking a look 
at sonic corn growing on land east 
of Illiopolis helouging to his wife. 
Ih> had been walking in the gras«* 
south of the track, but just as east- 
bound freight tralu No. 82, pulled 
by engine No. 2167, which was run 
ning at a speed estimated to have 
been about fifteen miles per hour, 
reached a point about twenty-five. 
feet behind him he stepped towards 
l ho track and was about at the end 
of the ties when the pilot beam of 
uf the locomotive struck him in the 
left side 

Mr. Jeffords was looking straight 
abend, unaware that the train was 
approaching, aud because of his 
total deafness he did not hear the 
whistling of the engine sounded to 
warn him. 

The train was quickly stopped, 
and Dr D. S Mayes was called to 
attend the injured man, who had 
sustained two deep contusions above 
his left hip and a fraetuie of the 
femur in that leg as well as a bruise 
beneath his left eye, a slight abra- 
sion on his forehead and another on 
l he index finger of Lis left hand. 

About fifteen minutes after the 
accident Mr. Jeffords was removed 
to his home, where he succumbed to 
his injuries much sooner than had 
been expected. 

\V. B. Chittenden, deputy ooro- 
ner, came from Spiingfield in the 
aftemon to conduct an inquest, be 
ing accompanied by Miss Clara 
Edwards, a stenographer. The jury 
empaneled consisted of E. P. 
Chaplin, W. A. Matthews, George 
\V. Garccht, C. K. Fait, Rnlieri 
Knox and J. F. Hartsgeld.

field, the conductor; Dr. C. S. 
Hayes ] Richard Evans, whom the 
decedent passed just, before the ac 
cilent: 11. 0. Roberts, a brother-in- 
law of Mr. Jeffords, and W. T. 
Wood, who had assisted to carry 
the injured man home. 

The jury returned a verdict to 
effect that Mr. Jeffords had come to 
his death as a result of being struck 
by H train at a poiut on the railroad 
company's right of way ahout 450 
feet oust of tbe Ninth street cross- 
ing in Illiopolis township. 

Alva Jeffords was bom in Nile 
township, Scioto County, O , on 

January Mth, 1S">: Barry in life 
he moved with his parents to Oxville, 
Scott County, III , wheie at the age 
of eijiht years lie lost his hearing as 
a retail of an attack of scarlet fever. 
He was educated at the state School 
for the deaf in .TacksonvPle and at 
:i college for the Deaf in Washing 
ton, D. C. He graduated ftom the 
Jacksonville school, but left Gal 
laudet at the end of his Junior year. 
A few years after coming to Illi- 
opolis the decedent was united in 
marriage on October 21st, 1884, 
with Miss Temps Florence Roberts, 
theeeremony taking place in Spring- 
field, the couple had ever since 
made their hone in the vicinity of 
Illiopolis, where Mr. Jeffords engag- 
ed in farming 

Beside* his wite the decedent 
leaves five children, as follows: 
Mrs. ('. Spangler of Belleville, 
and Belle, Chester, Nannie an 1 
Elms, at home. There also survive 
two grandchildren; one brother, T. 
M. Jeffords of St Louis, and three 
sisters. Mrs. D 8. Allen of Chicago, 
Mrs* Belle Meehan of Daytou, (>, 
and Mis. Sarah Green of Dewey. 

Mr Jeffords was | member of the 
Gallaudet club t.f Springfield and of 
the Pan a -Pas Club of Chicago, lie 
was well versed in law, paying 
special attention to wills, and fre 
quenlly was employed in looking af- 
ter the legal interests of deaf mutes.

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Thosb who contributed to the 
Ambulance Fond will notice that, 
week after week, the names of a 
considerable number of those who 
gave towards the Fund, and the 
amount contributed by each, are 
being printed in the Journal, as a 
public acknowledgment. There are 
still a number of bulletins to follow. 
When the movement to purchase 
and send to the battlefields of France 
an ambulance for the Red Cross was 
projected, the amount aimed at was 
eight hundred dollars. But so liber- 
ally and heartily did the deaf 
respond, that the amount originally 
fixed was exceeded more than three 
times over — in figures, the total is 
more than $2,800. 

One Ford ambulance was pur- 
chased at $ 800 some time ago, and 
we believe is now on the way to 
France, if not actually there already. 
In the meantime, the cost of sending 
and equipping an ambulance has in- 
creased to about $1000, and the Red 
Cross is asking for that sum for the 
equipment and putting in operation 
of the new machines. The second 
ambulance has been ordered at $1000. 
A small amount has been speci- 
fically contributed for the expenses 
of John K. Cloud, the first and only 
driver, so far, to volunteer. The 
Committee, feeling that it would 
meet the approval of the contribu- 
tors, has agreed to appropriate $ 240 
for the year July 1, 1917, through 
June 30, 1918, to assist in the pay- 
ment of the expenses of Mr. Cloud, 
while occupied in this work. This 
sum is fixed as really necessary by 
the Red Cross, above what is sup- 
plied by them, to keep a driver rn 
reasonably comfortable circum- 
stances. 

As soon as another driver is secur- 
ed, it is the idea of the Committee 
that a like contribution will be made 
towards his support. This will 
mean that a third ambulance cannot 
be purchased without further con- 
tributions. We believe that the deaf 
of the country will be glad to contri- 
bute further, so as to put three am- 
bulances and three drivers in France 
with money enough to keep them 
until next July. 

Contributions will still be received 
with pleasure, and a few hundred 
dollars more will make it possible, 
without much doubt, to have three 
ambulances, with three sons of deaf 
parents to drive them, in operation 
within the next few months.

Tkrra Bella, Cal , July 15. — A 
merry party of deaf people spent 
six days on an automobile trip, 
leaving Visalia, Monday evening, 
July 2d. The party included Stuart 
Evans, oi Tulare, owner and driver 
of the Maxwell car ; Mrs. Evans and 
her sister, Miss Crouch, of Selma 
(hearing sister) ; Mrs. A. E. Cum- 
mings, matron of the Pioneer hotel 
at Porterville, and William J. Hoff 
man, linotype operator for the Terra 
Bella News 

We had supper at Selma, at the 
home of Mrs. Stuart Evans' parents, 
and left at 7:30 o'clock Monday 
night for Turlock, arriving there 
about one o'clock in the morning. 
We passed through Fresno, the 
home of the raisin, fig and grape 
industry, and on through Madera 
and Merced, aud other prosperous 
towns. And, arriving at Turlock, 
the cantaloupe center, we had passed 
from Selma, home of the peach, 
through great producing fruit and 
grain centers. 

We left Turlock at 5 a.m., and 
had breakfast at Modesto, one of the 
finest cities in the San Joaquin val 
ley. We all had a good appetite for 
breakfast, by the time we reached 
Modesto, which is fourteen miles 
from Turlock. After breakfast, we 
headed for Oakland and San Fran 
cisco. Enroute, we saw many fine 
fields of grain on the plains and on 
the hills, some of the hills having 
been plowed, and there were many 
views of the mountains as we drove 
along. We reached Oakland at 
noon, over the state highway, which 
is built for hundreds of miles through 
the principal parts of California. 

We stopped at Oakland pier and 
waited for a ferry boat to take our 
car and party to San Francisco, 
across the Bay. The auto with the 
five passengers cost us $ r. 00 on the 
boat- The ferry boat carried about 
fifty automobiles and many passen- 
gers. The Bay is fifty-five miles 
long and from four to twelve miles 
wide. 

It was very hot when we left the 
San Joaquin valley Monday, but we 
found different weather at San Fran- 
cisco. It was cold, and we had to 
wear our heavy underwear, over- 
coats and gloves, while on that side 
of the Bay. We reached San Fran- 
cisco at r:.io and stopped at Hotel 
Dale, Turk Street, where many deaf 
people stopped daring the convention 
of 1915. 

After dinner we made an auto trip 
about the city, going to Exposition 
Park, Golden Gate Park, Cliff House 
and many places. Golden Gate 
Park' is one of the largest and most 
beautiful in the world. Cliff House 
is located on the west end of the 
Pacific Ocean and one can see the Seal 
Rocks on the ocean not very far 
from the Cliff House. There is an- 
other big building called the Sutro 
Heights and Baths, which has un 
equaled view and the largest baths 
in the world. We could not go into 
Exposition Park, as it is now used 
as a military training station, and 
there are soldiers stationed around 
to keep the people out. But few of 
♦.he State Buildings are left on the 
exposition grounds, and the grounds 
look a lot different from 1915 during 
exposition time 

The new million dollar City Hall 
at San Francisco is very pretty. 
There are still many new buildings. 
We met Mr. Hartmann, of Hollistcr, 
and Mr. Selig, of .San Francisco, on 
Market Street, and had a little 1 
versation. Then we took Mr. 
Hartmann to ride in our automobile 
around the city of San Francisco. 
Mr. Hartmann was Mr. Kvans' class 
mate at the Berkeley School for the 
Deaf, in the past. 

On the evening of July 3d, the 
California Association for the Deaf, 
met at Benevolence Hall, 149 Eddy 
Street. The election of officers was 
held that evening. The next day, 
the deaf people held a big picnic at 
the Berkeley School grounds across 
the Bay. Over one hundred people 
were in attendance. 

We left San Francisco Thursday 
morning, taking Mr. Hartmann to 
Hollister, where his parents own the 
Hartmann Hotel. He invited us to 
stay all night. Hollister is a beaut i 
ful city. Before reaching Hollister, 
we had stopped at several fine cities, 
including Palo Alto, Iceland Stan- 
ford University, San Jose, Santa 
Clara and other places. We saw the 
25,000 acre United States aviation 
training camp, near Palo Alto. Al- 
so we went through the I.cland 
.Stanford University, located just a 
little way on the west side of I 
Alto. It is claimed to be the most 
richly endowed college in the world. 
These towns are in the Santa Clara 
valley, famous for prunes, cherries 
and apricots. There are more than 
six million fruit trees and a million 
cherry trees in Santa Clara vail 
We paid ten cents a pound for cher- 
ries at one place. 

We also sto 
sion Pla/.a. '1 ins is one ot the many 
old Catholic Missions in Califoi 
It is If] years old, having been 
built in 1700. .Some of the statues 
are 400 years old and some 500 years 
old, having been brought from the 
old country. All the floors are the 
original floors, being hewn out of 
very thick wood, hewn by hand and 
have leather binges. The walls of 
the old building are four feet thick. 
The roof is built of tile. The bricks 
used for the building were ha>; 
from 



Cart. The adobe used was made in 
San Juan. The Mission contains 
old relics of the Indian and Spanish, 
among these being bows and arrows, 
stones used iu grinding corn, brand- 
ing irons, Spanish robes, one of 
which, belonging to the Spanish 
ruler's wife, was paid for with one 
hundred cows, there being no metal 
money then, also a parchment, 
which was printed in the year of 
1698. We saw an old Sun-Dial. 

The old mission cemetery contains 
the graves of the Indians and Span- 
ish. Some of the trees there are 
said to be 300 years old. It is said 
that there are 5221 Indians buried 
there, and over their graves are 
planted two olive trees. More than 
8800 Indians were baptized from a 
big stone bowl. The old fireplace, 
which is a big one, was used to cook 
meat for the Indians, and there is a 
small jail, in which Indians were 
confined when they got unruly. At 
the old mission, signs of the great 
earthquake are still in evidence. 

The mission is most interesting, as 
it is so quaint and different from 
modern buildings. Everything was 
built by hand, without nails, and 
leather was used for hinges. 

There are statues of Christ and 
has disciples and one of the statues 
has human teeth. The little old 
chapel was the most interesting. 

Before we reached Hollister, we 
passed the big seed farms of C. C. 
Morse & Co., giving us an unusual 
experience. 

We got on the wrong road from 
Hollister to Fresno, and it was the 
worst we ever saw. We went up 
canyons and steep hills, where the 
road was steep and narrow and dan- 
gerous, but the scenery was very 
beautiful. We saw no houses, 
water or flowers for many miles, and 
we were very hungry when we 
reached Fresno. Luckily, we had 
good luck all the way over these 
high hills. 

We made this trip of about 650 
miles with only one blow-out and no 
punctures. Mr. Evans, although a 
deaf-mute, is a good driver, and 
drives as well in the city as in the 
country.

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Although it has been several 
I months since the the passing of that 
well known, well Uked and highly 
ctcd Los Angeles man, Mr. 
Allen L. Waddel, I trust that it may 
nut seem too late to present to the 
trs of the JoultNAt, a brief 
sketch of his life and works. It is 
due principally to oversight that 
deserving mention of this prominent 
deaf man was not made sooner. It 
il to be hoped, also, that this article 
will sufficiently enlighten those 
friends and acquaintances back Kast, 
who continue to address letters and 
pamphlets to the deceased. 

Twenty-one years ago, Mr. Wad- 
del aud his wife, Louise Getty Wad- 
del, came to California from Illinois. 
Prior to coining west, he had taught 
for several years in the State School 
for the Deaf at Jacksonville, his 
f&ther having been one of the found- 
ers and best friends of that great 
school. 

For a long time the Waddels lived 
quietly on a fine little fruit ranch 
oeai Pasadena. It was after the 
deaths of Mr. Henry Reaves and Mr. 
Thomas Widd, those pioneer deaf 
religious workers in Southern Cali- 
fornia, that Mr. Waddel was prompt- 
ed to move nearer to the local deaf 
centers. Possessed of an innate reli- 
gious nature, he could not resist the 
yearning to do uplift work among 
his fellow-]>eople From the start, 
be thought that the deaf were too 
few in numbers to be split and di- 
vided in their religious cravings, and, 
for that reason, he had always ad- 
vocated an union of the deaf, in wor- 
ship, at least. 

This Union Church, supported and 
nourished also by other efficient 
workers, such as Miss Bessie Reeves, 
and Prof. J. A Kennedy, with the 
occasional visits of outside workers, 
grew and prospered. Then came its 
Ups and downs. During those try- 
ing times, Mr. Waddel stuck un- 
flinchingly to his post. He was not a 
master of the sign-language, a thing 
which would have soonest discour- 
aged another man in his place. But 
be was cheery and genial in disposi- 
tion, with a kindly, patient face that 
bespoke always the righteous elo- 
quence that he could not so eloquent- 
ly express in signs 

Any one listening attentively to 
Mr. Waddel's sermons could not fail 
but feel the righteous trend of the 
man, which feeling alone was always 
of great benefit. His sudden death, 
at the age of fifty- nine, from com- 
plications setting in after an attack of 
the grip, was a shock to every one. 
While we have mourned his untimely 
passing, his brave wife has rested • 
happy iu the conviction that his 
labors are finished. The remains 
were laid to rest in the family burial 
plot in Jacksonville, Illinois. It is 
touching to see how beautifully Mrs. 
Waddel has borne up in her sorrow. 
Gentle and dignified, here is a rare 
womanhood that is an inspiration to 
all who know her, deaf and hearing 
alike. She is living quietly with 
her devoted and attractive daughter, 
Mrs. C. K. Howard, and her 
husband. 

In conclusion, Mr. Waddel was 

• un of the few really good men that
